Tliff p lain fact is that we can do 
j better than the bird.

hei s not worth his candle.

will 
destroy 
more white gru bs 
than

rows,

and 
lambs ou t of their nests and p ick 
j out their ey es, becau se she con be 
inclosed. There has been mu ch v au nt­ 
ing of hawks and owls as blessings; 
and v et a small drov e of shoats tu rn- 
I 
ed into a meadow” wi}l hu nt and ex ­ 
terminate gop hers and 
field 
mice, 
| p u rsu ing them to the last ditch of 
their bu rrows, and y et the p igs can 
he fenced ou t of the p ou ltry y ard. 
On my lawn u nder trees are at least 
half a dozen weeds which hav e been 
designated as p ests by the United 
States 
Agricu ltu ral 
Dep artment—- 
brou ght there by birds. One is a ru - 
mex which I shall nev er be able to 
I eradicate. There is a bu lletin of this 
dep artment 
commending birds as 
weed-seed destroy ers, wdiereas mere 
common sense with its 
ey es 
op en 
knows that tliev are notoriou s weed- 


seed sowers; 
and that ev en if they 
digested all they gorged, there wou ld 
be left sufficient seeds to sow a dozen 
worlds like ou rs each y ear. 
Lastly 7, if birds were in sufficient 
abu ndance to keep in 
check su ch 
p ests as they can get a t ; they wou ld 
be themselv es the greater scou rges. 
These “beau tifu l 
balance” enthu si­ 
asts shou ld read from the narrativ es 
of the early French and Sp anish wri­ 
ters what a time the 
Indians 
had, 
when birds were p lenty , to keep them 
from the crop s, so that a winter store 
shou ld remain. The squ aws 
and 
children had to stay all day in tliq 
fields to scare “starling” off. 
I no­ 
tice that the bird that goes after the 
worm u su ally stay s for 
the 
grain. 
Su ch is the case with the roasting- 
ear thiev es; 
and since ev ery p icked 
ear rots to its base, the bird does 
more harm than the gru b would, be­ 
cau se it is rarely that a gru b de­ 
stroy s the whole 
ear. 
Then, 
the 
bird often attacks ears that hav e no 
gru b. 
I notice that sp arrow’s which 
p eck at the gru bs on the cabbage re­ 
main to feast on the leav es, and I 
hav e noticed fu rther that the cabbage 
bu tterfly may be p resent in thou s­ 
ands, and birds near them in dozens, 
withou t any sort of “eeonimic rela­ 
tions” p rev ailing between the two. 
By all means keep su ch birds as 
ire worth while. 
Make their 
song 
beau ty , grace and interesting habits 
a p art of ou r cu ltu re—and 
their 
p reserv ation p art of ou r ethics; bu t 
do not try to foist them on the fa r­ 
mer as an economic asset, 
for 
he 
knows better in many cases. 
Let’s 
take the bird ou t of the p u rse and p u t 
him into the heart. 
He is not to be 
p laced in the class of p oisons, p ara- 
ites, destru ctiv e 
fu ngi 
and 
fall- 
p lowing, bu t with books and flowers, 
blu e sky and p aintings, w’ith mu sic 
and mother lov e and all that p u ts the 
mere dollar u nder the heel. 
That it 
may not be felt that I talk u ninform­ 
ed, I may say that I was raised a 
farmer and am an ornithologist of 
walks and camp s and 
gardens 
and 
meadows and hav e known birds as 
friends. 
I do not ask the bird to 
work for me; 
and if we sp ank the 
small hoy who robs, 
ostracise 
the 
“small” 
woman 
who 
wears,

“p enitentiary ” the p lu me hu nter who 
kills—all p artners alike in a certain 
sense—we can do more for the bird 
than by hanging him as a bu ffer be­ 
tween the earth and p erdition.

SUGAR BEETS MAY ASSIST 


ENGLISH FARM MOVEMENT. 


BACHELOR

OF A 72 ROOM MANSION. 


New Factor Arises to Help ‘‘Back to 
the Land” Crusades. 


A new* impetus has been giv en the 
“ back io the land’* mov ement in Eng 
land by the dev elopment of the sugar 
beet industry in certain districts. Lon­ 
don is still growing, and the other large 
cities. like Liv erpool* hav e been driv en 
to desperate measures by the conges 
tion in the worst sections of the cities, 
so that any thing which will keep the 
country boy on the farm is eagerly wel­ 
comed and promoted. 
The English 
small farmer who raises his round of 
crop s is just «as Indep endent and hearty 
as his American < 0 -worker, but not 
quite so prosperous, and the beet sugai 
profits look huge and magnificent t< 
him. 
A Dutch-English company is behind 
the mov ement, and the tirst factory for 
the manufacture has been established 
at Maldon. The scheme is to insure a 
fix ed and certain income to the farmer 
larger than any thing he can common­ 
ly make from his acreage by contract­ 
ing with him for a certain figure be­ 
fore the seed is in the ground, as is 
practiced in America. 
This affords a certain market and 
sure returns. 
The crop is paid for at 
the rate of $5 a ton. a fix ed price, so 
the small farmer escapes those weeks 
of agony while he waits for the mar­ 
ket to fluctuate until it reaches the 
place where he thinks he ought to sell. 
Fifteen tons of beets to the acre is 
the normal y ield, and at the English 
rate that would guarantee an income 
to the farmer of $7 5 an acre out of 
j which to liv e and pay his labor. 
The continent of Europe has dev el 
oped this branch of agriculture more 
than is commonly supposed. There are 
more than 4,000,000 acres planted in 
sugar beets ev ery y ear, and it is hoped 
that the dev elopment of such a profita­ 
ble kind of farming in England will 
induce the country man to stay 011 his 
farm and a portion of the v ast city 
j population to seek health and a broad­ 
er life in the fields.

With Rebels. 
Matamoras, Mex ico, Nov. 23.—Presi­ 
dent Diaz will do no more temporizing 
with political malcontents captu red in 
this cou ntry. Ju st before the federal 
telegraph wires leading to variou s 
parts of the cou ntry were cu t by bands 
of revolu tionists the order w’as car­ 
ried over them to the commander of 
every m ilitary zone in the cou ntry and 
to all local peace au thorities to a rre s t! 
and imprison every man who is u nder j 
su spicion of being a participant in the j 
seditiou s movement against the gov-1 
ernm ent. 
As a resu lt of this order j 
thou sands of citizens, inclu ding many j 
wffio belong to the bu siness class, have 
been taken into cu stody and placed in ' 
jail. 
The order wras also issu ed by I 
Diaz that wherever a grou p of persons j 
are fou nd congregated u pon a s tre e t! 
or in a bu ilding withou t a permit from ! 
the proper au thorities it is the du ty of ; 
police or federal troops to fire u pon 
them if they do not immediately dis- i 
perse when called u pon to do so. 
The army as a whole is standing 
loyally by the government. 
The few 
desertions and revolts of small and 
Isolated garrisons are looked u pon as 
portending no general dissatisfaction 
on the part of the military. 
Francisco I. Madero, the revolu tion­ 
ary leader, has had no m ilitary train­ 
ing, and he is u nknown to the army. 
Well informed people say that the 
rank and file of the Mex ican arm y has 
very little patriotism , bu t they will 
stand by the sou rce of their food and 
drink su pply.

An American do cto r bro ugh t h is fam­ 
ily o ut fro m Parral, leaving beh ind a 
drug sto re with $10,000 wo rth o f mer­ 
ch andise in it. He left after two Span 
iards, sto rekeepers, h ad been killed fo r 
refusing to give rittes to th e attackers, 
and th e ch ief o f po lice and mayo r h ad 
been assassinated. Th ere was figh ting 
in th e streets as h e left. 
Repo rts in so me instances state th at 
Americans h ave been killed in th e 
figh ting, but arrivals do no t kno w th is 
po sitively. 
Tnat th e death list h as 
been h eavy in Go mez Palacia, Madera 
and To rreo n, amo ng th e natives, h o w­ 
ever, is universally declared. 
A. G. Springer, a New Yo rk jeweler,
